AIMS TO PROVIDE A FED ER A L

Washington, March 6 - <t\K> — The 
first bill providing a definite means of 
relief for the unemployed of the na­ 
tion, up for consideration by the sen­ 
ate commerce committee, was of m a­ 
jor interest in congress today. 
The bill, introduced by Senator W ag­ 
ner, democrat, New York, would pro­ 
vide for creation of a federal employ­ 
ment stabilization board, authorized 
to spend as much as $150,000,000 dur­ 
ing each fiscal year for unemployment 
relief. 
W agner introduced the bill after the 
problem of unemployment had held 
the senate in heated controversy for 
part of several days, delaying prog 
resa of the tariff bill. 
The defeat of the democrat-western 
republican 
coalition 
in 
yesterdays 
sugar vote left 
that 
once-powerful 
combination of senate forces 
some­ 
what dubious regarding the possible 
outcome of pending battles on lum­ 
ber, petroleum, cement, hides, leathers 
and shoes. 
As today's session opened, the pro­ 
posal of Senator Copeland, democrat, 
New York, that the tarifi on casein be 
increased from 5 1-2 to 6 
cents 
a 
pound was up for debate, under an 
agreement whereby a vote would be 
taken at noon. The proposal is con 
sidered a farm relief measure but the 
farm bloc is divided in the m atter as 
the duty already has been increased 
heavily. 
Meanwhile senate leaders abandoned 
all hope of passing the tariff bill this 
week and made their plans on expec­ 
tation of sending .the measure to con 
ference about the end of next week.

The third victim

the building. 
None of the dead could 
be immediately identified. 
Approximately IOO persona,

senting 35 families, were asleep In the 
building when the fire broke out on 
the ground floor and spread rapidly 
to the roof. 
A dozen occupants who had Had to 
the roof were taken over aerial lad­ 
ders to safety a* flames roared 
be­ 
neath. Three other persons trapped 
on the top of the structure were taken 
over a short ladder to an adjoining 
roof.

Much criticism within 
his country 
was levelled against Tlrpltx, and he 
was rontlnually the subject of bitter 
comment from his enemies. His friend­ 
ship with the kaiser, however, stood 
him in good stead, and 
when 
war 
broke out In 1914 he was considered 
one of the kaiser's closest advisers on 
th e German program for a grand of­ 
fensive on the sea. 
Through Influential friends he In­ 
terested the kaiser In his project, and 
this was the beginning of an ascend­ 
ancy over naval affairs In the German 
empire that led him to the highest 
command of the Imperial fleet. 
In 1907, Von Tirpltz was appointed 
minister of marine, and then began 
the work which reached its culmlna 
lion In complete reorganization of the 
navy and u climax in what the world 
later termed 
the 
"ruthlessness" 
of 
submarine warfare. 
Admiral Von Tirpltz made light of 
America’s entrance into the war, de­ 
claring it "a phantom.

Coni wentlier dot* md mean that 
cream can be beld several days with­ 
out damaging its quality, points out 
J. o. Bark man, in charge of dairy 
m anufacturers at the experiment sta­ 
tion of the University of Kentucky. 
Sweet cream held at ti tem perature 
of BO degrees for a week or ten days 
makes a poor grade of butter. Such 
cream may be of low acidity aud sweat 
to the taste when churned, but the re­ 
sulting butter will have un old flavor. 
W inter cream kept In cellars where 
such vegetables as onions and cabbage 
nre stored will have a had flavor. 
Likewise, cream kept in the kitchen 
is exposed to Ute odors of foods being 
cooked, nnd to the heat of the stove.

Perhaps one of the most over-looked 
tasks Is th at of cleanliness of quar­ 
ters. 
“Cleanliness is one of the most es­ 
sential things in the whole process 
of feeding the calf,” relates Jam es W. 
Linn, 
extension 
dairyman, 
Kansas 
State Agricultural college, by way of 
cautioning dairymen against the ills 
of unclean juarters and feed. 
“Espe­ 
cially is this true as long as it is 
necessary to feed whole milk or milk 
substitutes.” 
Every utensil, including the bucket, 
dipper, separator, ami can, should he 
washed and sterilized cl every feed­ 
ing, recommends Hie extension spe­ 
cialist. 
Such a practice will insure 
against foreign material or bacteria 
getting in tile milk. 
Tem perature and quantity of milk 
are im portant considerations to he 
given calf management. 
It will pay 
dairymen to use a therm om eter and 
see that the milk is kept as near the 
normal 
tem perature 
at 
production 
time as possible. 
It is essential to 
feed the calf Its milk at. the sam e tem­ 
perature each feeding. 
Linn recommends weighing to the 
tenth of a pound the milk fed the 
calf. 
His formula calls for one pound 
of milk to en cli ten pounds of live 
weight of calf until in pounds daily is 
reached. 
Do not increase above that 
amount.

CROW WING 


Proper Feeding Rule to 
Follow in Cold Weather 
It is a good rule in winter feeding 
to allow one pound of grain or con­ 
centrate feed per day to cows for 
each four pounds of milk they pro­ 
duce testing 3 to 3 V2 per cent fat; 
or one pound per day for each three 
pounds of milk if it tests 5 per cent 
or more of 
fat. This rule 
may 
lie 
used as a guide to determine how 
much grain to feed during tlie pas­ 
ture season. 
With the grass still 
in 
fairly 
good 
condition one-third 
tis 
much grain as is required in the win­ 
te r season will ordinarily lie enough, 
but as the season advances and Hie 
grass Shortens and dries a gradual 
increase becomes necessary. 
Judgment, 
however, must be the 
main rule always. The aim should 
be to maintain production mf) the 
condition of the cows. Cows in Hie 
advanced stages of their milking pe­ 
riods th a t are only producing IO to 
15 pounds daily will not ordinarily 
require concentrate feeds during Hie 
pasture senson.

Cream Will Deteriorate 
Even in Winter Season 
Cool w eather does not mean that 
cream cun he held several days with­ 
out damaging its quality, points out 
J. O. Barkman, in charge of dairy 
m anufacturers at the experiment sta­ 
tion of Hie University of Kentucky. 
Sweet cream held at a tem perature 
of 50 degrees for a week or ten days 
makes a poor grade of butter. Such 
cream may he of low acidity and sweet 
to tile taste when churned, but the re­ 
sulting butter will hove an old flavor. 
W inter cream kept in cellars where 
such vegetables ns onions and cabbage 
are stored will have a had flavor. 
Likewise, cream kept in the kitchen 
is exposed to Hie odors of foods being 
cooked, and to flip heat of the stove. 
Cream should not lie allowed to 
freeze, as frozen cream makes on oily 
butter of poor quality.
